MET SUDDEN DEATH 


SHERIDAN JKSSMKR THE VICTIM 


I» CruBhed by a Heavy Timber and 


Llvett Only a Few Houru.—Body 


Is Rrouglit Mere. 


Sheridan Jessmer, who was working 


in the paper mill of the Klambeau 
1'apcr company ;'l Park Falls, was 
kilk'il un Saturday afternoon last by 
being crushed beneath a timber which 
fell upon him. The accident occurred 
in the afternoon anil the injured man 
lived only a few hours afterward. 


-Mr. Jcssmer had gone to Park Kails 


only a few weeks ago to assist in 
putting up the paper machines in the 
mill, the slnictiire having been des- 
troyed by lire some two years ago 
r.nd had been rebuilt. \Vork on the 
mill was being hurried forward as 
rapidly as possible and several crews 
were at work, some of the men being 
engaged in the basement and others 
in gelling the machines into working 
order. Mr. Jessmer was with a com- 
panion working beside one of the 
macliines and almost direetlv over- 
head were some timbers that had been 
used to lower piping into the base- 
ment. One of these timbers had been 
removed, leaving another in a very 
insecure manner, being held only by 
a ro|ic. 


During the work the rope became 


shifted or loosened and the timber 
started to fall. 
Some of the work- 


men saw the danger and shouted to 
the men at the machine. One of the 
men jumped aside and gol out of the 
way without injury, but Mr. Jessmer 
had just time to turn his head and see 
the Umber coming- when he dodged to 
one side and his head was caught, be- 
tween the timber and the machine, 
cutting two ugly Cashes, one on the 
right side and the other on the left. 
The timber also struck his rig-lit leg 
and crushed it in a horrible manner, 
so that when he was picked up by his 
companions there was no doubt in 
their minds but what he was beyond 
human aid. 


There was found to be life in his 


body when he was picked up and a 
message was sent to his wife in this 
city telling of the accident and sum- 
moning- her to his bedside. Mrs, Jess- 
mer left tin; same evening; for Park 
Falls, but arrived too late to see her 
husband alive. 


The body was brought to this city 


on Monday, being accompanied by 
Mrs. Jessmer and Rudolph Schneider, 
the latter being a fellow workman and 
a member of the Woodmen of the 
World, of which order Mr. Jessmcr 
was also a member. The funeral was 
held this morning; at 9 o'clock from 
the Catholic church, Rev. F. Van 
Roosmalen officiating: 


Mr. Jessmer had been a resident of 


this city for the past six years, having 
been employed in tlieBiron paper mill 
until the strike occurred last spring. 
He was a man who was well liked by 
his associates and will be mourned by 
a large circle of friends. He leaves a 
wife to mourn his loss, as well as a 
father, mother, brother and sister, 
the latter being residents of Apple- 
ton. These were in attendance at the 
funeral.

Wwd and Conradi of tbat state have

devious ways and would treat it as 
follows (luring the summer: As the 
season advances tbe combating of the 
pest becomes a more dillicult problem. 
The full grown bugs have laid eggs 
early iu tbe season. Those batch and 
tbe young nymphs are loss conspicuous 
than tin1 adult. At this time bugs of 
all sizes are present in greater or less 
numbers. 


When the method of hand picking is 


employed, many of tliese nymphs con- 
coaled below clods, old leaves or other 
places or even when exposed upon tbe 
surface are likely to be overlooked. 
To avoid Ibis it is desirable at this 
time to use the kerowater spray tbat 
will kill tbe bugs without injuring tbe 
vines. 


An S per cent mixture of kerowater 


that will kill the bugs is fatal to the 
tender squash plants. 
The odor of 


kcrowatcr, however, is very olVcnsive 
to the bugs. A mixture having a typ- 
ical kerosene odor—say. '1 per cent— 
when sprayed on the plant and ground 
will cause those bugs which are con- 
cealed to come forth and try to escape 
from the odor. 
Some of those on the 


plant will come to tbe upper surface 
of the leaves, while the others will run 
over tbe ground. These can be easily 
picked, and to make sure of the de- 
struction of the small nymphs spray 
tbe ground with an S per cent kero- 
water mixture. 


Tbe ground need not be saturated 


so as to affect the plant, but a light 
spray of Unit strength will do the 
work ott'ectivt'ly. 
When a kerowater 


spray pump is at band, all that is nec- 
essary is to shift the gauge and no 
new mixture need be prepared. 


The best time to apply Ibis spray is 


lute In tin: afternoon when tbe sun Is 
low; it will be less serious lo tbe plant 
than It would be during (be hotter por- 
tion of Hie day. 
Tbe kerowater will 


not evaporate so readily, and the ef- 
fects will therefore be better. As the 
stragglers come during the hottest por- 
tion ot' the day, such a spray will In- 
clude these. 


When a spray pump is used that 


throws a stream of kerosene and water 
in the form of a spray, It should never 
be forgotten that when tbe action of 
tbe pump is discontinued the mixture 
that is in tbe tube may separate into 
tbe water and the kerosene, tbe latter 
rising to tUo top of the tube. 
The 


lirst stream, therefore, after such rest 
would contain kerosene In a more or 
less concentrated form, which would 
Lend to kill tbe plant tissues. Iu every 
case where tbe pump is started the 
first stream should be directed upon 
tbe ground, or at Icasfiiway from the 
plant.

nitrogen in grasses, wheat, oats and 
com. This is very important to dairy- 
men and helps to solve the problem of 
how to produce the protein which they 
need. The use of 200 to 3UU pounds, 
nitrate of soda per acre on grass land 
has been found to almost double the 
amount of nitrogen in the plant-— 
American Agriculturist. 


How to Cnre Hulter Pulling.

to do with horses lias bad one or more 
animals who would pull at tbe baiter.

named llcilmafl patented still another 
embroidering machine. 


The lirst recorded attempt at me- 


chanical sewing was the invention of 
Thomas Saint, who took out a patent 
in England iu 1700 fora machine which 
executed the old crochet stitch. 
It 


was not a success, but some of the 
features of the Suiut machine appear 
in the perfected machine of today. 
/ 


Bnrtliolemy Thimounler patented In 


France In 1R)0 the first sewing ma- 
chine put to practical use. 
Eighty of 


his machines were in use for sewing 
army clothing in 1811, when a mob de- 
stroyed them because convinced they 
would drive seamstresses out of em- 
ployment. Thimonnicr built new and 
bettor machines, but all his work was 
again destroyed by angry artisans In 
18-18.

of perfection that it does better work 
than ;t rs possible to do by hand. 


As compared with hand work' the 


machine uses a smaller awl, larg-er 
and stronger thread, twice as much 
hard wax which is melted and pumped 
into the stitches .making- them water 
proof, more stitches to the inch and ev- 
ery stitch pulled in tighter than is posj 
sible by hand. 


A man sewing by hand pulls the 


thread through hole after hole in the 
leather thus weakening- the thread 
with each stitch taken before it finds 
its place - iu the 
completed 
work, 


whereas the machine uses a new piece 
of thread for each and.every stitch.

consider all machine made harness 
as being- factory harness, but this is 
not right, as there is a vast difference 
between factory 
made harness and

MET SUDDEN DEATH 


SHERIDAN JESSMER THE VICTIM 


Is Crushed by a Heavy Timber and 


Lives Only a ]Few Hours.—Body 


Here. 


I 
Sheridan Jessmer, v.-ho was working 


" In the paper mill of the flambeau 


Paper company at Park Falls, was 
killed 011 Saturday afternoon last by 
being- crushed beneath a timber which 
fell upon him. The accident occurred 
iu the afternoon and the injured m 
lived only a few hours afterward. 


Mr. Jessmer had gone to Park Falls, 


only a few weeks ag-o to assist it 
putting up the paper machines in tht 
mill, the structure haying- been des- 
troyed by lire some two years ag-o 
End had been rebuilt. Work on the 
mill was being- hurried forward as 
rapidly as possible and seyeral crews 
were at work, some of the men being 
engaged in the basement and others 
in getting the machines into workint 
order. Mr. Jessmer was with a com- 
panion working beside one of the 
machines and almost directly over- 
head were some timbers that had been 
used to lower piping into the base- 
ment. One of these timbers had been 
removed, leaving another in a very 
insecure manner, being held only b"y 
a rope. 


During the work the rope became 


shifted or loosened and the timber 
started to fall. Some of the work- 
men saw the danger and shouted to 
the men at the machine. One of the 
men jumped aside and got out of the 
way without injury, but Mr. Jessmer 
had just time to turn his head and see 
the timber coming when he dodged to 
one side and his head was caught, be- 
tween the timber and the machine, 
cutting two ugly gashes, one on the 
right side and the other on the left. 
The timber also struck his right leg 
and crushed it in a horrible manner, 
so that when he was picked up 03- his 
companions there was no doubt in 
their minds but what he was beyond 
human aid. 


There was found to be life in his 


body when he was picked up and a 
message was sent to his wife in this 
city telling of the accident and sum- 
moning her to his bedside. Mrs.- Jess- 
mer left the same evening for Park 
Falls, but arrived too late to see her 
husband alive. 


The body was brought to this citv 


on Monday, being accompanied by 
Mrs. Jessmer and Rudolph Schneider, 
the latter being a fellow workman and 
a member of the Woodmen of the 
World, of which order Mr. Jessmer 
was also a member. The funeral was 
held this morning at 9 o'clock from 
the Catholic church. Rev. F. Van 
Roosmalen officiating: 


Mr. Jessmer had been a resident of 


this city for the past six years, having 
been employed in the Biron paper mill 
until the strike occurred last spring. 
He was a man who was well liked by 
his associates and will be mourned by 
a large circle of friends. 
He leaves a 


wife to mourn his loss, as well as a 
father, mother, brother and sister, 
the latter being residents of Apple- 
ton. These were in attendance at the 
funeral.

In some regions, and among them 


New Hampshire, the squash bug has 
become one of the most notable insect 
pests of the past season or two. Messrs. 
Weed and Conradi of that state have 
been considering its many dark and 
devious ways and would treat it as 
follows during the summer: As the 
season advances the combating of the 
pest becomes a more difficult problem. 
The full grown bugs have laid eggs 
early in the season. These hatch and 
the young uyniphs are less conspicuous 
than the adult- At this time bugs of 
all sizes are present in greater or less 
numbers. 


When the method of hand picking is 


employed, many of these nymphs con- 
cealed below clods, old leaves or other 
places or even when exposed upon the 
surface are likely to be overlookeoL 
To avoid this it is desirable at this 
time to use the kerowater spray that 
will kill the bugs without injuring the 
vines. 


An S per cent mixture of kerowater 


that will kill the bugs is fata! to the 
tender squash plants. 
The odor of 


kerowater, however, is very offensive 
to the bugs. A mixture having a typ- 
ical kerosene odor—say. ^ per cent— 
when sprayed osi the plant and ground 
will cause those buys which are con- 
cealed to come forth and try to escape 
from the odor. Some of those on the 
plant will come to the upper surface 
of the leaves, while the others will run 
over the ground. These can be easily 
picked, and to make sure of the de- 
struction of the small nymphs spray 
the ground with an S per cent kero- 
water mixture. 


The ground need not be saturated 


so as to affect the plant, but a light 
spray of that strength will do the 
work effective!?-. 
When a kerowater 


spray pump is at hand, all that is nee- 
tesary is to shift the gauge and no 
new mixture sieeu be prepared.

To make waterproof glue, soak It in 


water until softened thoroughly, but 
preserve the shape. Heat slowly in 
linseed oil until dissolved, then mix 
thoroughly. To make fireproof glue, 
.pour water over good glue and let it 
remain over night, then slowly melt 
and add -white lead to make the right 
consistency. This will withstand fire, 
but not boiling water. To fasten la- 
bels to tin, take good yellow glue, 
break It Into small pieces, cover with 
water and leave three or four hours. 
Pour off the "water, place the glue in 
a wide mouthed bottle or pint can and 
cover with acetic acid. Set in -warm 
•water until dissolved and incorporate 
the two by stirring.

General Grant JLnid Down tlie Lmw 


to l*re«l«leiit JToUiuioxt. 


Daniel R. GoodJoe. for many years a. 


distinguished resident of Washington 
and chairman of the commission to free 
the slaves of the District, once told this 
story: 


"One morning soon after the surren- 


der at Appomattox I was one of a 
group of gentlemen standing on Penn- 
sylvania avenue, discussing the mo- 
mentous questions of the day.

Invention* Tluit Pre- 


ceded Howe*» Patent In 1S4G. 


The technical beginning of the sew- 


ing machine industry in this country 
•was Sept 10, 1S4G, when Ellas Howe, 
Jr., obtained a patent for what grew 
Anto the first really practical sewing 
machine. Only three of the first Howe 
machines were made, however, and 
one of these was deposited in the pat- 
ent office in Washington as a model. 
It was not until after 1830 that a fac- 
tory for the making of sewing ma- 
chines was built, so the enormous busi- 
ness of today has grown up in a short 
half century. 


While Howe's invention marked the 


beginning of a succe^-sful industry, he 
was by no means the pioneer in ef- 
forts to substitute mechanical for hand 
sewing. As far back as 1770 Thomas 
Alsop patented in England a machine 
for embroidering. Another machine 
for embroidering in a loom was invent- 
ed by John Duncan in 1S04. and rwen- 
ty-five years later another Englishman
